Governor-elect Lon V. Stephens spent 
Wednesday in St. Louis on his way to Hot 
Springs, Ark. He was accompanied by Mrs. 
Stephens and Mrs. Paul Moore. 

A month's illness that has confined him 
to his home has left few traces on the 
Governor-elect. He is not riotously robust, 
but looks stouter and stronger than he did 
during the early part of the campaign. The 
damp weather brought on an attack of 
rheumatism that has placed his left arm in 
a sling. This and his dark glasses would 


convey the impression that he is an in- 
valid, but his animated conversation shows 
that his illness is all on the surface.

Mr. McMath never gets angry, but when a 
reporter asked him Wednesday morning 
what he had to say to the resolution adopt- 
ed by the Board of Directors of the Mer- 
cantile Club disapproving the use of in- 
candescent lamps, his voice and hands trem- 
bled, and he spoke with great earnestness, 
not unrelieved, however, by a sort of grim 
humor. 

“There is an old Latin proverb,” he said 
deliberately, which reads, ‘ne sutor ultra 
crepidam,’ which, being translated into ex- 
pressive English, is: Let the shoemaker 
stick to his last.“ These gentlemen remind 
me of a well meaning but ineffectual person 
who was known by the name of Don Quix- 
ote. They are fighting windmills. 


There is no standard of criticism with 
which I am familiar which gives one man, 
or a set of men, the right to judge others 
for an action before the action is commit- 
ted. The board has not recommended the 
exclusive use of incandescent lamps in light- 
ing the streets and will not do so.

Mr. Har- 
y assured the Governor-elect that if Frank 

ames had a volce in the police affairs of 
the city. criminals would avoid the town as 
if it were a pest, and St. Louis would be 
come a bower of virtue and peace. 

Mr. Stephens asked if Mr. James was 
seeking the appointment. Mr. Harty could 
not answer for his friend. “Appoint him 
and I'll make him take it,“ said Roger. as 
he walked away with the afr of a man who 
had assisted in settling the affairs of the 
great commonwealth of Missouri. 

Mr. Stephene has kept abreast of recent 
political movements, but necessarily only tn 
a passive way. He will not take an active 
part in politics untn his inauguration, and 
during his stay at the Springs will try to 
forget all about political affairs.

“The board’s greatest difficulty is in es- 
tablishing a basis upon which to deter- 
mine which bid, where there are different 
sets of specifications, is the. lowest.

The Board is simply trying 
to ascertain in what manner the city can 
get a maximum of light for a minimum 
outlay. It is a matter of supreme indif- 
ference to the members of the Board by 
what system this result is accomplished.” 


RULES FOR WATCHMEN. 


Some Have Been Exempted From Po- 
lice Control. 


Chief Harrigan urged the Police Board 
Tuesday to make changes in the plans for 
the control of private watchmen. He ob- 


jected to the rule to have them report by 
telephone to the Captain of the district 
and advised that private watchmen hav- 
ing beats within a mile of the district sta- 
tions report in person. He asked that 
watchmen more than a mile from a sta- 
tion be required to report to the Captain 
by telephone or in person to a sergeant or 
patrolman.

IN NORTHERN LOUISIANA 
MOST A FAMINE OBTAINS. 


ITS MERCHANTS ARE HERE. 


Will Ask Railways for Special Rates 
on 500,000 Bushels to the 
Drought-Devoured Country. 


A committee of representative business 
men of the State of Louisiana is at the 
Planters’ Hotel. 

The committee was appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of Louisiana, and its personnel is: U. 
Millsap of Monroe, La., Chairman; J. 8. 
Handy of Monroe, B. F. Thompson of Rus- 
ton, J. M. Lee, Jr., of Monroe, J. H. Craw- 
ford of Monroe, and E. W. Anderson of 
Monroe. 

The visit of the committee is fraught with 
the greatest importance both to the people 
of the State from which they come and to 
the grain interests of St. Louis and the 
entire Northwest. If satisfactory terms can 
be obtained they will negotiate for one of 
the largest purchases of grain made during 
the present crop year. 

In certain sections of Louisiana there is 
almost a corn famine and for the first time 
in years the farmers will have to ship grain 
from outside the State for their own con- 
sumption. 

The committee wishes to obtain from the 
railroads a special rate on all corn shipped 
to the stricken district for the relief of the 
sufferers. Chairman Millsap said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday morning: 

“The condition of the farming classes in 
the northern and middle sections of our 
State cannot be overdrawn. The corn crop 
failed and the cotton crop was very poor. 

There is almost a famine in eleven par- 
ishes in the north central part of the 
State in the territory between the Ouachita 
and Red Rivers. 

“We do not come here seeking charity. 
The people of Louisiana mean to take cage 
of their sufferers. All we ask is a slignt 
concession from the railroads. 

“We estimate that we will have to pur- 
chase 500,000 or 600,000 bushels of corn in the 
Western markets. The Governor has ap- 
pointed us to ask the railroads for a spe- 
cial rate on the shipments of corn destined 
to the portions of the State where the crop 
was à failure. 

“We will remain here two or three da 
and confer with representatives of ° 
Western lines, especially the Missouri Pa- 
cific and the Illinois Central.“ 

The movements of the committee will be 
watched with interest by the local grain 
trader¢. A purchase of half a million bush 
els of grain is not an every day occurrence, 
and it is believed that St. Louis dealers 
will make a strong bid for the order.

Already the warning is being raised 
that the “spoilsmen” cannot expect much 
from the McKinley administration. Mr. 
Cleveland, it is said, has nailed down 
everything by extensions of the civil ser- 
vice law which cover nearly three-fourths 
of all the offices in the gift of the Federal 
Government. 

But the Cleveland Administration has 
left a precedent by and through which 
Republican “spoilsmen” can be put, with¢ 
in a year, in nearly every office in the 
civil list. In the case of Eugene Geddes, 
Secretary Carlisle decided that the head 
of any Department or Bureau, responsi- 
ble for its management—any appointing 
officer in short—could remove any classi- 
fied subordinate officer in his department, 
provided the successor of the officer so 
removed be taken from the eligible list. 

That decision leaves the door of every 
department open to the spollsmen.“ It 
was, in effect, a decision that life tenure 
is not a part of the civil service law, al- 
though under the repeated and gross 
usurpations of power under that law, an 
effort has been made to make reform and 
life tenure convertible terms. 

The Roosevelt Commission realized the 
full import of the decision in the Geddes 
case, and made every effort to have it re- 
versed. It even appeared, in the person 
of Geddes himself, in one of the District 
Courts at Washington. But nowhere was 
it possible to find authority, judicial or 
executive, which would assume the re- 
sponsibility of establishing in administra- 
tiom what had been so plainly withheld 
in the law.

WATER PROBLEM 
STILL A PUZZLER 


COMMISSIONER HOLMAN DOESN’T 
INDORSE THE GIANT FILTER. 


FEARS THE CITY’S GROWTH. 


Says That in Ten Years We Will Need 
and Use a Supply of One Hundred 
Million Gallons a Day. 


Water Commissioner Hellman was en- 
gaged Wednesday in preparing an estimate 
of the cost of the coagulating and rapid 
filter plant provided for the new filter bill 
introduced into the Council last week. When 
the bill came up it was laid over for two 
weeks and the secretary instructed to re- 
quest Mr. Holman to prepare such an es- 
timate and if possible submit plans of the 
proposed plant. It is not practicable to com- 
ply with the last request, as it would involve 
a@ greater amount of labor and expense than 
the Commissioner thinks are warranted at 
this time. 

The cost of the plant contemplated by the 
bill will approximate $3,500,000 and in the 
present condition of the city treasury it is 


not at all likely that it will receive favor- 
able consideration. 

Mr. Holman is not very solicitous about 
it. He merely recommends that if the city 
ia going to adopt a filtering system, the one 
| specified in the bill Is the correct one. 

He figures that such a plant could be 
paid for in about seven years, as the pres- 
ent revenue would permit of about $500,000 
being paid annually, but he is not. over- 
favorable to its being — 4 in this 
manner for the reason that in from eight 
to ten years the city will de under the 
necessity of increasing the capacity of the 
waterworks at the Chain of Rocks or build- 
ing au second waterworks plant. 

he two new low service engines for 
which specifications were submitted at the 
meeting of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments on Tuesday will be furnished in about 
18 months, That will give the works a 
capacity of 100,000,000 gallons a day. It is 
estimated that the consumption of the city 
will exceed this amount in not to exceed 10 
years.

NEW YORK, Nov. 25.—A local paper has 
the following by cable from Havana from 
its special correspondent: 

“Gen, Weyler tells me the loyal forces 
captured important rebel positions at Gale- 
long de Cacarajicara, Soroa, Puerto, Mural- 
lo, Begona, Rosario, Rubi, Oleaga, Tumbas, 
Goria, Brujo, Rangel, Brujito, Carambola 
and Moriche, driving the enemy from their 
northern and eastern hill positions, and now 
occupying all the passes and points of strat- 
exic importance in the immediate territory. 

“In brief, Gen. Weyler considers the back- 
bone of the revolution in Pinar del Rio 
broken, and he expects, with the arrival of 
reinforcements now leaving Spain,to shortly 
restore peace and order throughout the 
Western districts. . 

„he Mariel-Majana trocha, the General 
tells me, has been #0 reinforced and 
strengthened as to make Maceo’s escape 
from Pinar del Rio, even with his mere 
handful of followers, quite impossible.“ 

In another interview, Weyler is quoted as 
saying: “I do not care whether or not the 
United States accord belligerent rights to 
the insurgents. In that case the protocol 
would be annulled, and I could treat Amer- 
ican citizens like any others, which would 
do much te simplify matters, and make fil- 
ibustering expeditions fewer. 

Gen. Weyler apose again of his agreeable 
relations with Lee and Mr. Williams, 
though the inference was that he would 
have been less annoyed by them if the 
granting of belligerent rights had removed 
the protocol. 

It ts announced as probable that Weyler 
will return to the Province of Pinar del Rio 
to-day, to resume an active campaign 
against the insurgents under Antonio 
Maceo. 


GEN. LEE’S REPORT. 


It Is Again Asserted That He Rec- 
ommended Intervention. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. %.—Again it was 
asserted that in a report to the President, 


Consul General Lee advocated action by 
the Administration looking to the recogni- 
tion of the independence of Cuba. It is 
further said that he may not return to 
Havana, but may resign when the con- 
tents of the report become officially known 
to the Spanish Government. 

It is said Gen. Lee expressed in this re- 
port his opinion that the Cubans will never 
give up, and will win in the end, and, he 
thinks, ought to win, believing, as he does, 
that they have full cause for revolution 
and are capable of self-government.

Mrs. Allen and her daughter live at 92% 
North Leonard avenue. The houses are 
close together—so close, in fact, that it is 
no trouble for a lady in one house to 
criticise a lady in the other house with a 
gratifying certainty that her caustic com- 
ments will reach their mark. 

According to Mrs, Thompson and her 
witnesses, she and her family were living 
on Leonard avenue long before Mrs. Allen 
was ever heard of in that neighborhood, 
When Mrs. Allen moved in next door Mrs.

POLITICAL SCHEME 
IS EYOLYED. 


WARD LINES TO BE CHANGED 
ALMOST IMMEDIATELY. 


VOTERS DO NOT DEMAND IT. 


It Will Make More Republican Wards, 
However, and the Powers That 
Be Will Take No Denial. 


It is not probable that the work of chang- 
ing the ward lines of the city will be de- 
layed in deference to the wishes of the 
Board of Election Commissioners. 

Chairman Higgins does not think so and 
gives reasons; He was asked Wednesday 
morning what were the prospects of an 
agreement being arrived at under 
which the wards might be left as they are 
until after the spring election. 

“They are very slight.“ he said. The 
committee will not listen to anything we 
say. They have a purpose in pushing the 
work through.” 

“What purpose?’ 

Mr. Higgins screwed his face up into an 
expression of disgust. “Aw,” he drawled, 
wearily, “it’s a political scheme. They 
want to transform a few Democratic wards 
into Republican wards.” 

It is not to be inferred from the political 


complexion of the Joint Committee, which 
is to do the work, that in rearranging the 
boun lines of the new w any ad- 
vantage will be given to the Democrats. 

When the concurrent resolution providing 
for the appointment of the committee was 
adopted by the House of Delegates Messrs. 
Watson, Lloyd and Lehman were chosen to 
represent the body on the committee. All 
three are Republicans. / 

When the resolution reached the Council 
and was adopted, there not being a-solitary 
Democratic member, the appointment of. 
three more Republicans was unavoidable. 
They are Messrs. Horton, Ives and Brink- 
meyer. 

If the only object is the innocent one of 
complying with “the law requiring such 
changes, the work can be done without 
multiplying the burdens of the Election 
Commissioners. 

The last change in the ward boundaries 
took place on April 22. 1892. On April 22, 
1897, five years will have elapsed. Chair- 
man Higgins thinks that will be plenty soon 
for them to be changed again. He has no 
objections to the committee going through 
all the preliminary motions if they want 
to, just so they don’t disturb things before 
April 7, the date of the spring election. 

he Election Commissioners are required 
by law to readjust the precinct lines so 
that each shall contain as nearly as pos- 
sible 300 voters, within ninety days after an 
election, and they have now entered upon 
this work. Less than. twenty-five precincts 
will have to be changed; but if, after it is 
done, the Redistricting Committee comes 
along and changes the ward lines, it may 
all have to be done over again before the 
spring election, and much more besides. 

No very serious confusion will result if 
the changes in ward boundaries are made 
along precinct lines, but if they go to 
— —.— 3 an, Sas the Election 
‘ommissioners w eel li t 
their hands in despair. ee 

Not the least objectionable feature about 
redistricting before election is the con- 
fusion it will create in the minds of the 
voters, who won't know where they are 
‘at. If it should be postponed until after 
the spring election, the voters would then 
have two years in which to find out. 

Even if the redictricting should not be 
concluded by the 22d of April, no great 
harm would be done. No penalty is provided 
for failure to carry out the charter provis- 
ion punctually, and to the letter, and, in 
fact, it has not generally been done. At 
one time there was an interval of seven 
years between revisions of the ward lines. 

But that was at a time when there was no 
were need to increase the number of 

epublican wards.
